St. Johns, N. F., June 2.—The Orient 
Steam Navigation Company’s steamer Lu- 
sitania. Captain McNay, from, Liverpool 
June 18th-for Montreal, having 500 pas- 
sSengers on board, was wrecked last night 
off Cape Bollard. No loss of life occurred, 
all the passengers being rescued. 

The Lusttania was ‘bound round Cape 
Race for Montreal with a large cargo and 
& ship load of passengers. She mistook 
her course in a dense fog and went ashore 
near Renews, twenty miles north of Cape 
Race, before daybreak. The ship ran over 
@ reef and hangs against a cliff. The 
Passengers, who were mostly emigrants, 
were panic stricken. They stampeded and 
fought for the boats, and they were over- 
come by ‘the officers and crew. who se-

Hawk Is a West Virginian and Is

Washington, June %.—Representative 
Livingston, of Georgia, today submitted 
to the’ president his recommendations for 
the officers of the new federal prison at 
Atlanta, which is to be turned over to 
the government in a short time. He 
recommended Sheriff H. B. Anderson, of 
Newton, county, for warden. Senators 
Scott and Elkins have recommended L. 
A. Hawk, warden of the Moundsville, W. 
Va., prison for that place. It is under- 
stood that the president will take up 
the matter with Attorney General Knox 
some time this week. : 

Representative Livingston and others 
who are interested in the selection of 
warden expected the appointment to be 
made today. Before calling upon the 
president Mr. Livingston had considered 
the subject with Attornev General Knox. 
As Mr. Livingston was active in securing 
the appropriation for the prison. he con- 
tended that a Georgia man should proper- 
ly be appointed warden. . 

While the president seems disposed to 
favor a Georgia man for the place, the 
attorney general and the officials of the 
department of justice are urging the se- 
lection of a man who has had experience 
as warden of a federal prison. At the 
white house tonight Secretary Cortelyou 
stated that the president has not yet 
decided who would be appointed, but the 
selection might be announced tomorrow. 
It is probable that Mr. Hawk may be ap-

Many of them were brutsed 
and they all hurried on deck in thetr 
night clothes. A scene of great excite- 
ment ensued. Five hundred persons were 
clamoring to escape while the crew tried 
to pacify them and launch the boats. The 
male passengers, in their attempt to geize 
the boats, trampled the women under foot 
and fought the crew with knives. Some 

the more cool-headed of the passen- 
gers assisted the crew in their efforts to 
@et out the boats. 

The women and children rescued were 
almost ed.

Previous to reaching the cliffs the pas- 
séengerg passed two hours of terrible anxi- 
ety on the wreck. 

All sorts of rumors are current along 
the coast as to the details of the wreck. 
The entire coast population is repairing to 
the scene in the hope of salvaging the Lu- 

Sitania’s cargo. The messenger who 
brought the news 6@:ys the Lusitania’s 
passengers drew their knives to cut the 
boat lashings and threatened the crew 
of the steamer if they attempted to in- 
terfere. 

The last ‘message to the agents of the 
Lusitania here says the vessel is hard 
and firm aground on the reef and a hope- 
less wreck. — 

The steamer Glencoe arrived here at 
midnight, bringing six first, fifteen sec- 
and and 436 steerage passengers and nine- 
ty-three of the crew of the Lusitania. 
Captain McNay ang the ¢hief officers of 
the ship remain with the wreck. The 
passengers are almost entirely Russian 
and Polish Jews, 

The panic au. ~ the passengers was 
intense. The drawing -t knives by the 
— occurred in isoiated instances 
oniy. 

Three hours elapsed between the time 
when the Lusitania struck and the time 
the passengers started to disempark. This 
delay was occasioned Sy the difficulty in 
controlling the passengers and handling 
the boats. All the passengers dnd crew 
agree that ff the T.nsitania had struck the 
rocks in rougher weather not a soul on 
board could have been saved.

LYNCHERS AFTER CONSIDINE. 


Friends of Meredith Are Very Bitter 
Against His Slayer. 

Seattle, Wash., June 26.—When in- 
terviewed in the county jail today John 
W. Considine, who yesterday shot and 
killed ex-Chief of Police W. L. Mere- 
dith, said: 

“My attorneys wrote to Meredith that 
he must retract the statements he had 
made which refiected on my character 
or would @ue for libel. It was that let- 
ter which made him attack me.’’ 

The nucleus of a mob was formed last 
night among Meredith’s friends and talk 
was made of attacking the jail. A com- 
mittee waited upon the newspapers and 
asked for support, but were warned that 
the law must take its course, and the 
sheriff was put on his guard. Thereafter 
the matter was dropped. The Times to- 
day publishes the text of the letter sent 
Meredith, which was the undoubted 
cause of Meredith’s attack upon Consi- 
dGme. The charges made by Meredith 
were first published in The Times upon 
Meredith’s authority and demand was 
made by Considiné and his attorney upon 
the publishers of the paper for an apolo- 
gy and retraction. This was four days 
before the killing.

death in a short time even if he had not 
been shot by John Considine.

CAPTURES IN THE PHILIPPINES 


New List Is Published by the War 
t. 


Washington, June 26.—The war depart- 
ment has published a list of captures and 
surrenders in the Philippine islands sup- 
plementary to the Hst published on the 
15th instant. The new list covers the 
period from April 15th to May 15th, 1901. 
During that period twenty-one officers 
and 181 men of the Insurgent troops were 
captured and 462 officers and 5,869 men 
purrendered, making the total number of 
insurgents captured or surrendered up 
to May 15th last 37,948.

The actfon taken §Y Italy raises a 
question somewhat @nglogous to that now 
pending with Russia, éach con¢erning su- 
gar and each referring to the alleged 
payment of a bounty. Russia has taken 
a position that she pays no bheunty, and 
Italy now makes a formal fration of 
the same kind. While this is not neces- 
sarily a protest, it presents an issue of 
fart as to whether bounty is or is not 
paid,

Citizens of Rotterdam Give the Boer 
an Ovation. 


PUTS TRUST IN THE LORD 


Kruger Says He Is Convinced That 
His Country Will Be 
Delivered. 


Rotterdam, June 26.—Mr. Kruger, presi- 
dent of the late South African republic, 
was welcomed at the railroad station on 
his.arrival here today by the burgomas- 
ter, deputations from numerous societies 
and many ladies. Two bands of music on 
a pDiatforin played the Transvaal anthem 
and hundreds of workmen's societies, 
with flags, were drawn up along the 
streets leading from the station to the 
town hall to which Mr. Kruger was 
driven, escorted by a guard_of former 
‘Transvaal officers. An official reception 
followed. Great enthusiasm was mani- 
fested everywhere. 

In a sp>ech of welcome at the town hall 
the burgomaster spoke of the similarity 
pbetween the Transvaal and Dutch strug- 
gies for liberty, and said Rotterdam 
wished, through Mr. Kruger, to pay hom- 


shown such faith and confidence in its 
own strength. = 

Mr. Kruger, {n a brief reply, deplored 
the fact that his country was cut off 
from supplies and ammunition, whereas 
the Dutch had their own supplies during 
their struggle. He was fully convinced 
the Lord would deliver his country in His 
own good time.. 

A luncheon followed the delivery of the 
speeches. 

There was a grand serenade and torch- 
light procession tonight in honor of Mr. 
Kruger, who witnessed the proceedings 
from the balcony of his hotel. There was 
immense enthusiasm among the _ people. 
After the demonstration many persons 
bearing illuminated transparencies in- 
scribed ‘Silence, the President Sleeps,” 
paraded the streets to disperse the crowd.

MARQUIS GUILTY OF TREASON. 


De Lur Salces Banished from France 
Five Yéars. 


Paris, June 26.—The Marquis De Lur 
Salces was today found guilty of treason 
with extenuating circumstances and sen- 
tenced to five years’ banishment. 

The trial was concluded amid the gen- 
eral indifference of the spectators. The 
marquis was voted guilty of conspiracy 
by a vote of 71 to 61, and he wag sen- 
tenced to banishment by a vote of 72 to 
%. He leaves Paris tonight. 

During the secret deliberation M. Au- 
cion spoke strongly in favor of condemn- 
ing the marquis. These remarks led Sen- 
ator Provost de Launay to interrupt the 
speaker, calling him a clown. M. Au- 
cion retorted with equally disagreeable 
epithets and as a result seconds wére 
appointed with a view to a duel between 
M. Aucion and M. de Launay. This duel 
promises to be the only interesting de- 
velopment of the trial. 


HENDERSON SEES THE KING. 


Speaker Greatly Pleased at the Re- 
ception Accorded Him. 
London, June @.—David B. Henderson, 
speaker of the United States house of

FEDERAL POSSES GATHER 


Bloody Clash Between the Marshals 
and the Strikecs Is Immi- 
nent. 


Matewan, W. Va., June 26.—This morn- 
ing, when the non-untor men again at- 
tempted to go to work at the Maratime 
coal mines, they vere fired upon by strik- 
ers at a distance.

The union men are equally as 
determined. Bloocshed is feared.

National . Patriotic Federation Pre- 
pares for Active Work. 

Buffalo, N, Y., June 26.—A convention 
of the National Patriotic Federation was 
held in this city today. Twenty-one dif- 
ferent patriotic orders were represented, 
including the National Loyal League, the 
Independent Congressional Clubs, the 
Orangemen, the American Mechanics, 
the Abraham Lincoln Knights and 
others. 

Sessions were held morning and after- 
noon. Josiah Millard, of Washington, D. 
C., presided, and E. J. Stickle, of Ohio, 
was secretary.

NEW YORKERS NOT WANTED. 


Kansans Object to a Job Lot of Un- 
employed. 


Kansas City, June %.—The proposal of 
a New York alderman to send 5,000 men 
and women from that city to help harvest 
Kiansas wheat is not well received in this 
state. Governor Stanley said today: 

‘‘We are in no pressing need of unem- 
ployed labor in Kansas. Recently we 
have called upon adjacent states for help 
in the harvest fields, but that work is 
about over now, and I know of no reason 
why we should encourage New York city 
to dump a job lot of unemployed and 
moneyless men and women upon us. We 
invite immigration, but it is thrifty, help- 
ful people that We want.’”’ 


ROAST IS GIVEN MINISTER WU. 


Alleged That Chinese Envoy Is a 
‘‘Boxer’’ at Heart. 


Philadelphia, June 2%.—At a meeting of 
the Chinese-American Society here reso- 
lutions were adopted protesting against 
the selection of Wu Ting-fang, Chinese 
minister, as orator of the day at the 
Fourth of July celebration in this city. 
The resolutions allege that Mr. Wu “‘cov- 
ertly aided the boxers’ 
oaf.* . Christians in China’) and “‘has been 
heading the public by his statements in 
regard to his position toward them.” 

Inquiry was made at the headquarters 
of the three great religious denomina- 
tions in China—Presbyterians, Baptists 
and Ppiscopalians—but it was stated that 
the Chinese-American missionary society 
is not known. Neither were the names 
of the men whose signatures appear ap- 
pended to the published resolutions. 


MAN AND GIRL FOUND DEAD. 


Quarrel of Lovers Ends in Murder 
and Suicide. 

Quincy, Ill., June 2.—The bodies of 
Frank C. Forest and Louise Strothoff 
were found in the road five miles from 
here early today. Each had been shot. 
Forest, who was well-known in Quincy, 
had quarreled with Miss Strothoff and 
later had received a note asking him to 
drive out to her home and see her. He 
went last evening accompanied by John 
Dittmar.

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Central and Georgia Railroads 
Own $3,000,000 of Western 
of Alabama Stock, 


HELD IT FOURTEEN YEARS 
WITHOUT PAYING TAXES 


Ownership of the Property Was Dis- 
covered by Comptroller General 
Wright—He and Attorney 
General Terrell Now in 
Consultation. 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright has 
discovered $3,000,000 of property held in 
Georgia by two railroad companies con 
which no taxes have been paid for the 
last fourteen years. 

If the taxes can be collected on this 
property. for the whole period, and it Is 
believed by some that they can, it will 
bring about $210,000 into the treasury of 
the state, besides nearly $20,000 in inter- 
est. 

The property in question is the capital 
stock of the Western Railway of Ala-_ 
bama, 15,000 shares of which are owned 
by the Central of Georgia Ratlway Com- 
pany or are alleged to be owned by that 
comrany, and 15,000 shares of which are 
owned by the Georgia Railroad and Bank- 
ing Company. Each of these companies 
own, and have owned since 1887, it is 
said, $1,500,000 of the capital stock of the 
Western Railway of Alabama, and during 
that period no taxes have been paid to 
the state on this property. 

When Comptroller General Wright made 
this discovery, almost by accident, as it 
were, he began a _ correspondence with 
representatives of both .roads with fre- 
gard to the matter, and though it has not 
been finally determined yet just what 
course will be ‘pursued, because Attorney 
General J. M. Terrell, to whom the ques- 
tion was referred, has not definitely 
passed upon it, there is no doubt that the 
matter will get into the courts. 

‘Georgia Railroad’s Case. 

The correspondence has been going Ons 
between Comptroller General Wright and 
Attorney General Terrell representing the 
state and Colonel A. R. Lawton, of Sa- 
vannah, representing the Central, and 
Hon, J. B. Cumming, of Augusta, repre- 
senting the Georgia railroad. 

The two cases differ somewhat in de- 
tails. The Georgia railroad, it is stated, 
owns its 15,000 shares of the Western of 
Alabama stock outright, and has owned it 
since 1887, but it has never been returned 
for taxation. It is figured that the amount 
of taxes that would be due on this stock 
for fourteen years, at an average rate 
of $ on $1,000, which has been about the 
average state tax rate, would be $106,000. 
The interest added to that would be near- 
ly $10,000 more. 

Mr. Cumming, representing the deorgia 
road, holds that the company ts not/labie 
because there is no express authority of 
law requiring it to make returns on this 
property. That, so far as has appeared, | 
is the only defense that has been made. It 
is believed that the Georgla railroad au- 
thorities are waiting to see what action 
the Central is going to take in the mat- 
ter. 

Central’s Case Different. 

Somewhat different principles are in- 
volved in the case of the ownership of 
the stock by the Central of Georgia. The 
Central owns a similar amount to that 
owned by the Georgia, the par value of 
which is $1,500,000, and the taxes on which 
would be $105,000 plus the interest for the 
fourteen years, provided the taxes on the 
stock for that period can be collected. 

The Central Ralroad and Banking Com. 
pany owned this stock in 1887, and it was 
transferred to the Central of Georgia 
when the reorganization of the property 
took place. In 1897 the Central’s stock in 
the Western of Alabama was turned over 
to the Central Trust Company of New 
York under a deed of trust as security 
to that company for its indorsement on 
certain bonds issued by the company. 
Though the stock is held by the Central 
Trust Company under this deed of trust, 
the Central still retains the right to vote 
it and to draw the dividends on it. 

Colonel Lawton holds that under the 
laws of Georgia the deed of trust trans- 
fers the title in the property and that it is 
owned practically by the Central Trust 
Company and not by the Central of Geor-. 
gia Railway Company and that taxes on 
it should be paid in New York instead of 


Georgia. 

This position was set forth in a letter 
from Colonel Lawton to the attorney gen- 
eral received yesterday. Attorney Gen- 
eral Terrell has held up his opinion in the 
matter until he can examine the authort- 
ties and will give an answer within the 
next. two or three days. 

Law Governing Such Cases. 

There is little doubt that every effort 
will be made to collect these taxes, and. 
should the attempt prove successful it 
will enrich the treasury by nearly a quar- 
ter of a million dollars. 

The action of the comptroller general 
was taken under section 767 of the code, 
which says: ‘All real or personal estate 
which is owned by individuals or corpo- 
rations, resident or non-resident, is liable 
to taxation.’’ 

Section. 780 of the code requires individ. 
uals and corporations to return each and 
every class of property they hold sepa- 
rately, without regard to their indebted- 


' Ress. 


It is on these two sections of the code 
that the effort to collect the taxes in 
question fs based. The result will mean 
a great deal to the state, especially just 
at this time when it finds itself with a 
large indebtedness on hand, while the 
money it has in the treasury, nearly half 
a million dollars, cannot be used to pay it,

By.a Vote of 26. to 3 Yesterday the 
Teachers Declared Their Oppo- 
sition to the Adoption of 
Uniform Text-Book 

System. 


‘Warm Springs, Ga., July 26.—(Special.) 
Again the Georgia teachers .have put 
themselves on record as opposing a uni- 
form textbook law. Ry a vote of 26 to 3 
this morning the Association of Georgia 


Teachers, in convention here, passed a’ 


resolution placing itself on record as op- 
posed to the adoption of a uniform text- 
book system by the state. 

More of the members failed to vote 
than voted on both sides of the ques- 
tion. 

The resolution was not passed until a 
warm discussion had been indulged in 
and after a lively tilt between State 
School Commissioner Glenn and R. J. 
Guinn, one of the Fulton county school 
commissioners. Feeling ran high at one 
stage of the session. The question of uni- 
form textbooks is one of the most vital 
that the association has discussed, and 
has divided the teachers sharply into two 
distinct factions. The lines are clearly 
drawn. 

Mr. Guinn opened the proceedings this 
morning in an able speech, lasting about 


an hour, opposing the adoption of the. 


resolution. He cited many reasons why 
a uniform textbook law would be a good 
thing, and wag interrupted several times 
with applause. 

Mr. Glenn responded and he and Mr. 
Guinn had several tart colloquies. Sev- 
eral other members of the association 
also made brief speeches on the question 
before it came to a vote. 

Unless a uniform textbook law is pass- 
ed at the next session of the legislature, 
it is the intention of the champions of the 
measure to bring the question up again 
at the next annual meeting of the teach- 
ers’ association. 

The balance of the morning session was 
devoted to the reading of papers on va- 
Tious subjects by Professor W. F. Slaton, 
Miss Millie Rutherford, of Athens, and E. 
C. Branson, of Athens. . 

J. Harris Chappell, of Milledgeville, -de- 
livered an address tonight, and G. A. 
Nunnally, of LaGrange, read a paper on 
“Degrees at Female Colleges.”’ 

The association will elect officers to- 
morrow.

The second and third sensational fights 
of this week of the intensely interesting 
criminal session of Glynn county court 
occurred almost simultaneously this 
evening' and has aroused public excite- 
‘ment to fever heat. In the first fight ex- 
Chief of Police Lewis W. Beach attack- 
ed Editor William 5S. Irvine, of The 
Glynn County Picket, as he was going 
up the courtroom stairs. About. that 
time General Manager Arthur H. Leavy, 
of The Brunswick News, made an at- 
tack on T. W. Dexter, a well-known citi- 
zen. Just what precipitated those start- 
ling attacks is not khown and two theo- 
ries are advanced. It is known that 
Beach and Levy are interested in the 
newspaper and are close personal and 
political friéhds. Editor Irvine has twice 
made slighting references to the news- 
paper in The Picket and caused hard 
feelings. Both Beach and Leavy being 
men of great personal courage, it was 
believed that trouble would follow. Mr. 
Dexter is also interested in The Picket 
and a personal and political friend of 
Editor Irvine, and the four principals 
are in pairs, as respectively shown, mem- 
bers of opposing political fagtions. 

Another theory is that in evidence to- 
day given in the case against Jacob L. 
Beach, Dexter admitted, under the se- 
vere cross-examination of Attorney 
Toomer, that he had voluntarily worked 
assiduously to get evidence against 
Beach and the result of tnis work, in 
which Editor Irvine co-operated, had 
been published in Editor Irvine’s paper. 

Attorney Toomer brought out that pri- 
marily these publications had probably 
accelerated, or had been the. immediate 
cause of the indictment being found 
against Jacob L. Beach for embezzle- 
ment. Lewis W. Beach is the defendant's 
brother and it is thought probably that 
Dexter’s admissions inflamed his mind 
80 as to cause the attack on sight. 

The hotel lobby tonight is the scene of 
active discussion of today’s events. The 
grand jury has indicted A. H. Lane for 
his attack on C..D. Ogg Monday night 
and the case of assault and battery will 
be tried this term. A minor charge will 
be investigated against Lane in the 
mayor’s court tomorrow. 

The way business is piling up and the 
hard legal fighting over the Beach case 
promise to prolong court indefinitely, 


STATE MINERS’ CONVENTION. 


ON 
Joint Scale Committee in Session All 
Yesterday. 

pemingham, Ala,, June 26.—(Special.)— 

© State miners’ convention met again 
this morning at 10 o'clock and adjourned 
unti! tomorrow morning at 9 o’clock. The 
joint scale committee of the miners and 
operators were in session al] day today, 
not being ready to report when the 
miners’ convention assembled. The com- 
mittee has arrived at no conclusion, The 
agreement in the joint committee is that 
everything must be done by a unanimous 
vote. A vote was taken on the proposi- 
tion to adopt the operators’ wage scale, 
and eight votes were cast for its adoption 
and eight votes against it, the effect of 
which was to defeat it. The miners’ 
scale’ was. then taken up and it was 
agreed to vote upon it by sections. The 
first paragraph relates to the amount of 
wages to be paid, and ft was on ‘this 
proposition that the members of the com- 
mittee at once locked horns. The miners 
propose that the wages shall be 45 cents 
per toh, when iron is selling for $8 per 
ton. with a proportionate advance as the 
price of iron rises, and with no maximum 
limit. At las accounts the committee 
was still debating this clause. The op- 
erators contended that it caHed for more 
than they were justified in paying, while 
the miners argued that, according to their 
view, the scale was equitable and just.

Sheridan; thirgd ward, Manory 4. Taylor; 
fourth ward, John T. Moore. It is under- 
stood that all. of these gentlemen will be 
candidates to suceed themselves. It is 
not known if they will have opposition. 
So far there has been. Mo mention of any 
to them. Mayor Smith is a candidate to 
succeed himself. It ia. generally believed 
that he will be re-elected, as he so well 
deserves to be, and opposition to him will 
amount to very little. 

The terms of all city officials except 
that of chief of police and chief of the 
fire department wiil expire next Decem- 
ber, and so far ag has been heard every 
incumbent will be a candidate to succeed 
himself. There are rumors of opposition 
to some of the prominent officials, so 
that tho opposition to the mayor and al- 
dermen arises chiefly out of the desire 
of certain ‘‘outs” to, get ‘‘in.” Ali the 
city officials other than the*mayor and 
aldermen are elected by the mayor and 
aldermen, except some who are appoint- 
ed ‘by the mayor and confirmed by the 
aldermen. The present city government, 
from mayor to scavenger force, work in 
perfect harmony. There are no warring 
factions. Taken as a whole no city has a 
better municipal government. . The people 
appreciate this fact, and it is believed 
they will entrust the administration of 
affairs to Mayor Smith for another term.

Chattanooga Tradesman: A great deal 
of ink is being applied and labor expended 
in the production of homilies on the de- 
sirability of ‘‘negro industrial training’’ 
and the undesirability of coliege ‘educa- 
tion for the most of that people.

have no doubt but that there will always 
be too many educated dunces of all races. 
Shouting won’t keep the untt out of col- 
leges. ools learn only in the dear schoc] 
of experience. While we may do some 
good by keeping up sort of general 
clamor on the subject.- we take leave to 
serlously doubt it. We say that any 
young human who provides for himself is 
more likely to be doing right by himself, 
his race and his country than he would 
be if he were submitting to some pro- 
crustean “reformer,’’ who proposed to re- 
duce the ind!vidual and his freedom of 
choice to the alternative of accepting the 
reformers’ regime or taking nothing.

Cincinnati Commercial: General George

domestic life. The Koran pérmits a Mos- 
lem four wives, but that luxury is too ex- 
pensive, except for the sultan and very 
rich men. One wife is, therefore, the 
regarded as a civil and by others a re- 
ligious event. The mosde of procedure is 
interesting. The mother, or other trusted 
female representative of the man, visiis 
various ems, to look over the mar- 
riageable inmates. Finding one to fill tne 
bill, she reports to the expectant young 
man and his father. If these are satisfied 
by the report, word is sent to the maiden's 
family. 

A betrothal follows, the groom sending 
the girl such gifts as his circumstances 
warrant, and her family making suitable 
return. The young man’s fatner then 
sends the bride’s father a sum of money 
to meet the expenses called for by the 
bridal outfit and customary festivities. 
The marriage takes place after some 
days. There is, however, before that im- 
portant ceremony, a contract drawn up, 
whereby the prospective husband chgages 
to pay a certain sum to the woman in the 
event of divorce or death, 

This contract duly prepared, the groom 
three different times deciares_ his purpose 
to wed his sweet ‘Betsy Jane. The 
amiable and willing Betsy is, meantime, 
posted behind a door of the harem, Where 
she can hear’and be heard. The priest 
asks her if she accepts the candidate, 
threefold avowed, for her hand. An af- 
firmative reply being, of course, given 
and thrice repeated, the contract is 
signed and the parties pronounced pan 
and wife. The bride must, however—such 
are the crue] ways of the rurk—wait one 
week for the nuptial kiss. The married 
couple’ do not see or communicate with 
each other till the wedding festivities, 
which take up*seven days, are concluded. 
The bride, during these long,’ te“ious days 
of waiting, is expected to hold receptions, 
sometimes on a Most extravagant Scale. 

Thege festivities over, the bride is ac- 
companied to her new home by a large 
throng—the women in carriages, the men 
on horseback—music enlivening the pa- 
rade. She is met at the door by the 
groom, and remains on view to female 
friends tili evening. The Turkish — 
riage ceremony is therefore quite as ola - 
orate as that of an impecunious Furopean 
nobleman to a rich American girl, with 
this netabte difference, that the Turkish- 
man usually foots some of the bills, while 
the American girl’s papa has to loosen 
his purse to regild the faded kuropean 
title. and deprive the ranks of trampdom 


of a noble armor bearer.

Engineer Bradford, of Seaboard, In- 
jured, but Not Fatally—Acci- 
dent Occurred at Bladen, 
Where the Lines Cross 
Each Other. 


Savannah, Ga., June 26.—(Special.)—T'wo 
freight trains crashed together this morn- 
ing at 3 o'clock at Bladen, the crossing 
of. the Seaboard Air Line and the Bruns- 
wick and Western branch of the Plant 
System. The only fatality was that of 
Fireman Robert Sims, colored, of the Sea- 
board Air Line. Engineer Harry BE. Brad- 
ford, of the Seaboard, was severely 
bruised and otherwise injured, though 
there were no bones broken gnd no inter- 
nal injuries. No other members of the 
Seaboard crew were hurt, and the Plant 
system crew escaped entirely. 

The Seaboard train was an extra 
freight, No. 586, bound for the north. It 
had twenty-four cars loaded with vegeta- 
bles. Engineer Bradford failed to stop 
his train, as he should have done, at the 
crossing, and the accident resulted, his 
engine crashing into the second car from 
the engine of the Plant system freight. 
The Plant system car was knocked from 
the track, and the force of the collision 
derailed the Seaboard’s engine and three 
of its cars. The fireman was caught be- 
tween the firebox and the freight car and 
was killed. 

Notice of the wreck was telephoned to 
Seaboard Air Line officials at Savannah, 
but Bladen, which is sixty-four miles 
south of Savannah, is fourteen nilles 
from a telegraph station, and it was not 
until 6 o'clock that the message reagned 
this city. A wrecking train was dis- 
patched at once, and Superintendent Ce- 
cil Gabbett left on passenger train No. 27, 
accompanied by Dr. J. G. Jarrell, who 
returned to the city with Engineer Brad- 
ford, who was taken to his home. 

Mr. Gabbett at once took charge cf 
the work of removing the wreckage and 
rebuilding the track and @ trestle that 
had been broken. This was completed 
at 1:15 o’clock in the afternoon, when the 
line was again open to traffic.

‘Ihe hose 
Carriage was totally demolished and the 
front end of the car badly broken. The 
conductor and motorman-were arres-ed 
and held to await the coroner's ir quiry

The remarkable feature of the crash 
was that neither the horses to the engine, 
hor anyone on the car, was hurt. Wortu- 
nately it was at the time of the day 
when very few people are abroad, and 
Only two or three passengers were aboard 
the car. The crash was tremendous, as 
both car and engine were coming down 
. grade to the meeting point. ‘ine rear 
of the engine was hit full and fair, and 
though the platform was torn loose and 
left hanging by a piece of iron, the mo- 
torman was left safe and sound inside.

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LOST FORTUNE IN SHORT TIME. 


Warren Stoner and Some of His 
Reckless Dealings. 

Lexington, Ky., June 26.—(Special.)— 
Warren W. Stoner, son of the late Col- 
onel R. G. Stoner, the noted trotting 
horseman, who started out at hjs father’s 
death to eclipse the notcd Riley Grannan 
as a plunger, and who is in the toils in 
Chicago for attempting to utter forged 
paper, has run through with $100,000 in- 
side of three vears. Both Stoner and 
Grannan were born in Paris. Even be- 
fore his father’s death Warren attracted 
attention by his lavish expenditure of 
money. Upon one occasion, when broke, 
it is stated that he sold to his father 
his four year old son for $500. Later he 
took the child away from his father, but 
the latter followed to New Orleans and 
brought the boy back. 

Colonel Stoner and a man named-Don- 
Ovan owned a large tract of land near 
Kansas City, which, in the settlement ¢ 
the estate, fell to Warren Stoner. It is 
claimed that Donovan bought young Sto- 
ner’s interest for $56,000, thereby becoming 
the sole owner of property estimated to 
be now worth $200,000. This property was 
finally purchased by the Swift Packing 
Company. After young Stoner had sold 
his interest he returned to Kentucky and 
bought the trotter Oakland Baron, of his 
father’s estate, for $20,000. He was later 
persuaded to let Ed) Winters, of the Penn- 
sylvania Valley railroad, have the horse 
at this price. Oakland Baron appeared 
on the trotting turf for the first time in 
1898 and won great money.’ At~Columbus, 
however, his owner went broke and left 
unpaid markers in the pool box. 


ARE CHARGED WITH GAMBLING 


Arrest of Officers of an Asylum for 
the Insane. 

Hopkinsville, Ky., June 26.—(Special.)— 
The grand jury of this, Christian, county 
this afternoon returned § indictments 
against the leading officials of the west- 
ern Kentucky asylum for the insane, 
which is located here, charging. them 
with gambling in the institution. Among 
the parties under indictment are Dr. L. 
E. Lackey, the first assistant physician; 
Dr. William Stephens, the second as- 
sistant physician; Buckner Leavell, the 
steward; Taylor Warthen, the druggist; 
William’ Chiles, the head _ = assistant; 
George Campbell, who was expelled from 
the ministry of the Methodist church 
and who is now city judge of Hopkins- 
ville, and several others. Those named 
are prominent in democratic politics. 

The indictments were the result of a 
scandal which has been’ brewing for 
months and which has startled the whole 
state. Some wecks ago Dr. E. B. Mc- 
Cormick, the superintendent, was re- 
moved on several charges. In retaliation 
he alleged that other officers were guilty 
of gambling and immoral conduct. As 
a result the gtand jury took up the mat- 
ter and investigated. Seven hundred in- 
mates are confined at Hopkinsville.

Mabama Convention Commit- 
lee on Annexation, 
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THE REPORT WAS ADOPTED 


Opp, of Covington, Makes Humorous 
Speech in Favor of Retaining 
the Tag Tax Law—Meet- 
ing of Sheriffs and 
Circuit Clerks. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 26.—(Special.) 
The committee on county and _ state 
boundaries reported inthe convention this 
morning a resolution approving the an- 
nexation of west Florida, and it was 
adopted. It also reported an article re- 
ducing the minimum area of counties to 
600 square miles. The creation of a new 
county can be done only by a 
majority vote of all the mem- 
bers of the general assembly and 
a two-third vote of the «people in 
the territory taken from old counties. 
There were three minority reports, two 
of them against any reduction in the 
area below the present limit of 600 square 
miles. 

One of them was against taking any 
action on the Shelby courthouse act. Six 
of the members signed the several mi- 
nority reports. The article fixes the 
Shelby courthouse at Columbiana, there- 
by declaring void the act of the Jast 
legislature removing it to Calera. The 
report accompanying the article says the 
act was got through by questionable 
methods of various kinds. The court- 
house can only be removed from Colum- 
biana by a vote of the people. 

The remainder of the day was spent in 
discussion of a proposition to abolish the 
fertilizer tag tax or if it could not be 
wiped out then to 10 cents. 

At the end this aftérnoon both proposi- 
tions werelaid on the table by a vote 
of 68 to 63. 

Mr. White, of Jefferson, renewed the 
fight by proposing that no inspection 
tax shall be laid on any commodity in 
excess of the cost of such inspection. 

The hoyr of adjournment arrived with 
Captain White on the floor and the de- 
bate will be carried into tomorrow, being 
the third day spent on the tag tax. 


Opp’s First Speech. 

The feature of today’s session was the 
first appearance in debate of Mr. Opp, of 
Covington, whose wit, classical allusions, 
rhetoric and repartée were a revelation 
to the convention. His speech was 
against the abolition of the .ag tax, and 
it was followed by alternate laughter 
and applause. 

The lobby has been filling up all day 
and representatives of the agricultural 
schools and the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical college, at Auburn, whose in- 
comes are in peril from the attack on 
the fertilizer tax. 

An invitation was received by the con- 
vention to adjourn its sessions to Monte 
Sano. A good many of the delegates 
would like to accept it, for a few days 
at least. 

Governor Jones offered a separate ar- 
ticle providing for dependent members 
of families of sheriffs killed while de- 
fending prisoners, gives right of action 
for damages against the county and the 
courts right of action against mobs. 

Mr. Winn, of Barbour, offered an or- 
dinance giving the railroad commission 
powers, but giving railrcads. 
right of appeal to courts, accompanied 
by a petition from the citizens of Bar- 
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bour county declaring the present com- 
mission paid by railroads a failure. Siml- 
lar petitions were also presented by 
Messrs. Ashcraft, of Lauderdale, and 
Banks, of Russell. 

An important feature of the conven- 
tion today was the report of Chairman 
Parker, of the committee on county and 
county boundaries. Material changes 
were reported, one that permits the state 
to acquire additional tefritory, as in the 


is proposed. Permits the legislature to 
change county boundaries and by a two- 
thirds vote of qualified electars residing 

n the proposed territory to be 
from one and added to another county. 
New coanties can only be created in like 
manner. No county site can be removed 
without a vote of two-thirds of the elec- 
tors of the county, and an election for 
such purpose can only be held onee in 
four years. The area of counties is re- 
duced from 600 to 400 square miles. The 
county site of Shelby, out of which much 
legislative scandal has grown, jis to re- 
main at Columbiana until changed by a 
vote of the people. 

It is given out that the suffrage com- 
mittee is ready to report to the conven- 
tion. 

The sheriffs and circuit clerks and 
registers in chancery have a state as- 
sociation which is now in session in this 
city. They were called to constder the 
clause put in the new constitution pro- 
viding that the governor may suspend a 
sheriff who fails in his duty to protect 
a prisoner from a mob and have him im- 
peached before the supreme court. They 
will make common cause to have it 
stricken out, and while they are saying 
little, enough gets out to indicate their 
purpose to let the new constitution be 
defeated if it stays in. They hold a 
strong hand in the fact that the sheriffs 
and clerks in the black belt can allow tha 
negroes to vote if they like. 

The promptness with which they were 
called together shows how deeply they 
are stirred. 

There is nothing official given out from 
the suffrage committee of the constitu- 
tional convention as to what their report 
will be. Meetings have been held behind 
closed doors and every member pledged 
to secrecy. 


WHY NIXON LEFT THE RACE. 


It Is Said the Governor Wanted To 
Dictate Appointments. 

Chattanooga, Teérin:. June 26.—(Special.) 
The withdrawal: o¢’W. M. Nixon as an 
applicant for a -pasition to succeed him- 
self on the state prison board. of which 
+ he !s now chairman, has created a great 
sensation in the state because of facts 
underlying. his withdrawal. Mr. Nixon 
has been on the board for five years or 
more and'‘has been {nstrumental in bring- 
ing the prison department of the state to 
a basis that pays a net tncome of over 
$100,000 annually and promises even larg- 
er things under his management. It is 
stated that Governor McMillin. wanted 
Chairman Nixon to make appointments of 
the governor's friends to various places 
under commission, and that Mr. Nixon de- 
clined to do it because he thought it 
should be a business and not a political 
institution. The governor, therefore, de- 
cided that he would not reappoint Mr. 
Nixon, Yesterday Mr. Nixon, learning 
this definitely, wrote the governor a let- 
ter in which he formally withdrew from 
the race. stating that while he had in- 
dorsements from leading business men 
from all over the state asking for his 
reappointment, he had learned that it 
would make no difference to the governor 
if 100,000 people indorsed him he would 
not get the appointment. 

It is stated here that the governor has 
decided to appoint his political ana per- 
sonal friend, W. T. Murray, lawyer and 
coal ofl inspector of this city, to the place. 
Murray is a machine politician and one 
of the goverttor's “ownest own” in the 
Official and political household. The ap- 
pointment of Mr. Murray will create 
great dissatisfaction, it is believed.

laid down the proposition that all 
the work of the convention might be in 
vain if the body was not properly or- 
ganized and that in his judgment the 
taking of the oath was essential to the 
perfection of the organization. 

Mr. Thom had numerous authorities 
to sustain him in his contention that 
members of the convention are officers 
and should be sworn into office. 

‘Senator Daniel replied in a speech of 
half an hour. He warmed up as he 
proceeded and his eloquence held the 
body almost spell-bound. The senator 
had a Kentucky case upon which to 
rely as his authority, and he made the 
most of it. He contended that members 
of the convention were not officers, but 
the body was simply the whole people 
in session and _ transacting business 
through their deputies. He referred to 
the oath as a relic of the middle, or 
barbaric ages. The senator made a 
splendid legal argument to prove that 
the oath was not required of the dele- 
gates. Had the vote been taken imme- 
diately after the senator concluded his 
remarks it is probable that the oath 
would have been rejected by a _ very 
decided majority. 

This debate may take several days, 
for there are many heavy-weights who 
desire to speak on the proposition. 

Mr. Thom will be backed up by Envpa 
Hutton, Dr. Hill Carter, J. C. Wrysor, 
R. Walton Moore and others while on 
the side with Senator Daniel and Mr.

Austin, Tex., June 26.—The supreme 
court today decTded that where lands 
classified as agricultural lands belonging 
to the state had been sold as such to ac- 
tual settlers the state has no right to the 
minerals in such lands, that the minerals 
under the lands belong to the purchaser 
and that it is not necessary for the pur- 
chaser to make an affidavit when he 
makes application to purchase’ such 
lands to the effect tnat to the best of 
his knowledge the lands contain no min- 
eral deposits. This decision settles the 
question of the state’s right to minerals 
on schools and university lands. 

The case was brought by ..ugust Schen- 
dell against Land Commissioner Charles 
Rogan for a writ of mandamus to com- 
pel the land commissioner to issue a 
patent and the governor to sign the 
patent to a fractional section of school 
land in Fort Bend county. This question 
involved millions of acres of mineral 
lands in and around the Beaumont oil 
fields. The court holds that the state 
has no claim whatever to the minerals.

Speeding at a High Rate the Train 
Plunged Through a Trestle 
Which Had Been Under- 
mined by Recent Heavy 
Rains. 


Peru, Ind., June 26.—Sixteen persons 
were killed and about fifty were seriously 
injuvec in a wreck of train No. 3, the 
westbound Wabash limited, nine miles 
_West of this city, at 12:30 a. m. today. The 
deaa are all Italian emigrants en route 
to Colorado, whose names are unkriown. 

Two sections of train No, 3,-one coming 
from Detroit and the other from Toledo, 
Were consolidated in this city into a train 
of eleven cars, making up the flyer for 
its journey to St. Louis. It consisted of 
a combination baggage and express, com- 
bination baggage and smoker, day coach 
emigrant coach, three chair cars, three

Having left this city one hour late 
the train was speeding westward at ‘ 
high rate, when, at a point nine miles 
west, the engine plunged through a tres-

— : ng to the momentum of the 

n the engine appeared to leap nearly 
across the abyss, Plunged into the soft 
earth on the opposite side and fell back 
to the bottom. Engineer Butler and Fire- 


} Man Adams were thrown from the cab, 


but not seriously hurt. The express car 
and the first chair car were telescoped. 
The emigrant ear, followed by two chair 
cars, went down on the left side of the 
track and the first sleeper pitched fcr- 
ward upon the mass of debris. Its win- 
dows and trucks were broken, but none 
of the occupants were injured. The re- 
maining cars also left their trucks, but 
were not badly damaged. It was in the 
emigrant and day coaches that most of 
the deaths and injuries occurred. 

There was absolutely no means by 
which the engine crew could see the 
impending danger. In fact, the engineer 
ran upon the trestle before the structure 
gave way. The night was intensely dark. 
For a few minutes after the fatal plurge 
and dreadful roar of crashing timbers a 
death-like stillness prevailed, whic§ was 
only broken by the eries of the injured. 

Train men caught up their lanterns 
and rushed to the neighboring farm- 
houses for assistance. The farmers, 
with their wives and children, bearing 
torches, hastened to the scene, and all 
efforts were bent to giving first aid.to 
the injured. Telephone messages were 
dispatched to this city, and every physi- 
clan was hurriedly taken to a special 
train, which carried them to the scene. 
The injured were placed aboard the cars 
and brought to the general hospita} in 
this city, where everything possible was 
done to ameliorate their condition. 

For a time after the rescuers reached 
the scene of the wreck little could be 
done in the way of removing the dead. 
Hundreds of tons of twisted iron and 
broken timbers rested upon the car where 
the unfortunate emigrants were crished. 

But by means of wrecking derricks the 
mass was gradually opened and by ¢cay- 
light nearly al) the dead had been re- 
moved to this city. 


RUMORS WERE GROUNDLESS. 


Reported That Violence Would Be 
Attempted at Southern Shops. 
Superintendent Vaughn Talks. 

A rumor was prevalent last night to 
the effect that violence would be attempt- 
ed at the Southern shops and that an 
extra guard had been stationed about the 
place. Investigation, however, proved 
that the rumor was groundless. 

Superintendent Vaughn, of the South- 
ern, stated that he had heard of no in- 
tended trouble, and that he anticipated 
none. He said that the only guards about 
the shops were the three stationed at the 
three gates the entire year, 

“T anticipate no trouble whatever,” said 
he. “The men who have quit our shops 
are not the kind of men to brew trouble, 
and whoever started the rumor was some 
mean person, not a striker. It was only 
Tuesday that the strikers, at a meeting, 
passed a resolution deciaring against any 
violence or trouble of any character, and 
that action has inereased my respect 
for and confidence in them. I fear no 
trouble from that quarter. 

“Our shops are located in the city, and 
Chief Ball has promised us protection. 
We are, therefore, not raising barricades 
and preparing for a Philippine outbreak. 
I am going to the shops myself in a few 
minutes, 
the master mechanic to confer about 
some men, and I will be armed with oniy 
a chew of tobacco and a piece of cigar. 
I anticipate no trouble from the strikers.’ 

Superintendent Vaughn states that six 
men wilh arrive today from different 
points to fill places vacated by the 
strikers.

STARK IN DEATH 


bal Vicims of the: Flood 
Is Lengthening, 


BODIES WIDELY SCATTERED 


Victims Found Miles from Their 
’ Homes—Majority of the Dead 
Women and Children. 
Thrilling Incidents of 
the Great Flood. 


| Williamson, W. Va., June 26.—There is 
mo longer any doubt that the list of the 
dead, the result of the recent flood, will 
‘exceed a hundred. Parties reached here 
this evening from the upper end of the 
flooded district bringing the first authen- 
tle information received from the scene 
of disaster. The party consisted of 
Judge E. 8. Doolittle, of Huntington; 
'Sudge Flourney, of Charleston, and Elias 
Hatfield, deputy sheriff of Mingo county. 

These gentlemen left Vivian Sunday 
morning and their journey to this city 
has been a perilous one. Judge Doolittle 
‘etarted to wade Laurel creek and came 
lmear being drowned, floating some dis- 
tance before being rescued by two colored 
‘men. Judge Flourney and Mr. Hatfield 
gave the same colored men $25 to carry 
them across the stream safely. 

Judge Doolittle said tonight that words 
‘gould not describe the scene of devasta- 
tion between Vivian and Davy. It was 
a tidal wave from a cloudburst and swept 
everything before it. In the track of its 
course. everything is gone, including coke 
ovens and pillars of stone. At Vivian the 
Water came roaring down the mountain 
sides in monster waves and people who 
attempted to fliee,to the hills for safety 
Were washed back and carried away by 
‘the raging current of the Elkhorn. 
|. Women and Children - Victims. 
The section visited by the flood was 
‘thickly settled, but as the population con- 
@ists chiefly of miners, who were at work 
‘at the time, the large majority of the 
‘dead are women and children, and thrill- 
‘ing stories of rescues are told. At Eck- 
ignan, a mother climbed a huge pillar of 
‘@ railway trestle, holding to her breast 
ther only child. Her home was washed 
\@way, but the mother and child were 
‘paved. Fifteen people are said to have 
‘been drowned at Eckman. 
| At Keystone the loss of life was great. 
'Probably thirty persons perished there. 
In one instance persons fled to an island 
,and climbed small trees, only to be swept 
‘away fifteen minutes later by the tide, 
which was filled with debris of every 
‘Kind. 

Judge Doolittle was on the Norfolk and 
‘Western train No. 4 at Vivian when 
‘the flood tide overtook it. He was in a 
sleeper and on awakening discovered wa- 
| ter rushing through the center aisle and 
all was confusion. He climbed, as did 
‘many others, from windows and was res- 

by people near by on coke ovens by 
‘means of boards being placed to. the 
| Windows. No passengers were drowned. 
It took eleven hours to dig the debris 
jaway from the train after the flood tide 
had passed. Passenger train No. ll was 
lalso lost at Eckman, being completely 
carried away with box cars, houses, etc. 
|More than two hundred cars, many of 
which were loaded with merchandise, 
were washed away at that point. 
, On Dry Fork the loss of life is great. 
|Bodies are scattered all along the stream, 
‘many of which wil] never be identified. 
‘Seven saloons at Keystone were washed 
away, four lives being lost in one of 
jthem. Dr. Hatfield’s home at this point 
‘Was not washed away, as formerly re- 
‘ported, and his family is safe. 

At Brooke, the loss of property is also 
‘Bevere, but only three lives are said to 
have been lost there. The region from 
Ennis to Davy, forty-three miles, is com- 
‘pletely in ruins.

Va., June 26.—The situation in 
the flood-swept district in West Virginia 
is unchanged. except ror the better. No 
late developments tend to show an in: 
crease in eitler fatalities or property 
loss. Four more bodies have been identi- 


fied at North Fork. They are: 

Al Beverly and wife, colored, from 
We shington county, Virginla; Dug Gaines 
and wife, colored, from Pulaski county, 
West Virginia. 

The reports from all over the section 
are to the effect that, while many poor 
people have lost all, yet there is no dan- 
ger of suffering for want of food. 

It is believed, ond, from the evidences 
of destruction on every hand, the’ belief 
is well founded, that the cold field will 
not be entirely restored for many months. 
Of course business will he 
earlier, and the output of coal may reach 
the ustal amount, but the-plants will not 
be as fully and conveniently equipped as 
before the flood. 

No bodies were found during last night 
or this morning. It is impcssible to give 
a full list of those who perished, from the 
fact that many of the bodies were buried 
without identification; in fact, th2re was 
no means ¢o identify them, for communi- 
cation between sections of the fionoded 
country was cut off, and the fury of the 
flood floated victims in some instances for 
miles. It is beileved that there will be 
more bodies found as the work of clearing 
away the debris progresses. 

The efforts of the large force of men 
at work are directed toward re-establish- 
ment of communication. 

The property losses have not been ex- 
argerated, but it is not thought that ont- 
side aid will be needed, as the coal c.m- 
panies are taking care of those of ‘heir 
employees who were despoiled by the 
ficod. 

Two carloads of provisions and other 
supplies for the needy in the coal fields 
from The New York Journal ssed 
tbrough Roancke this afternoon, The 
cars were ettached to the mail train. 
Whee'ing, W. Va., has also sent a carload 
cf provisions around by way of Kenova. 


FIFT YMILFS UNDER WATER. 


Department Is Trying To Restore the 
Mail Service. 


Washington, June 2.—The advices to 
the postoffice department today from :ts 
raitway mail chief clerks in the ood 
district of West Virginia and Virginia 
ere to the effect that trains are now run- 
ning b2tween Williamson and Lindsay, W. 
Va.. a distence of thirty miles, and that 
fifty -niles of Norfolk and Western track 
between Elkhi rn and Lindsay is more or 
less covered by water. Chief Clerk Good- 
loe telegraphs '‘e will try to cover the 
flood section by emergency or special mail 
service. Chief Clerk Sales wires from 
Elkhorn that a portion of the flooded sec- 
tions between Ennis and Eckman, which 
is close by Keystone, is being served with 
trails by the postmaster at Elkhorn. The 
work train can get only seven miles above 
that point. 


SWEPT BY FEARFUL STORM. 


Section of West Virginia Is Again 
Devastated. 

Keyser, W. Va., June %.—A frightful 
storm passed through New Creek valiey, 
south of Keyser, last night. 

It was an apparent repetition of the 
cloudburst, and in a short time the bot- 
tom lands were covered by a roaring river 
from ten to twenty feet deep, carrying 
off newly harvested wheat, ruining oats, 
corn and gardens and damaging roads 
and pasture fields. 

It is not known that any lives were 
lost, but several persons are not account- 
ed for. Today the waters receded tand on 
all sides are lying the bodies of horses, 
cattle, sheep, hogs and other live stock 
by the score. The valley is one of tQe 
most fertile in the state. New creek rose 
a foot every two minutes for twenty min- 
utes.

FOR NATIONAL UNIVERSITY. 


President Harper’s Committee Ob- 
jects to the Bills Pending. 

Chicago, June 26.—The committee of 
fifteen on a national university of which 
President Harper, of the Chicago uni- 
versity, is chairman, will say aniong 
other things in its report to the National 
Education Association at Detroit, July 
9th: 

‘It is one of the recognized functions 
of the federal government to encourage 
and aid, but not control the educational 
instrumentalities of the country. 

‘“‘No one of the bills heretofore brought 
before congress to provide for the in- 
corporation of a national university at 
Washington commends itself to the judg- 
ment o this committee as a practicable 
measure.’ 

The committee has adopted a resolu- 
tion to the effect that a plan is approved 
for a non-governmental institution 
known as the Washington Memorial in- 
stitution, to be maintained in Washing- 
ton, D. C., for the purpose of promoting 
the study of science and the liberal arts 
at the national capital and of exercising 
oversight of the advanced stuaies of duly 
qualified students in the governmental 
laboratories and collections.

Havoc at Pittsburg 


WOMEN KILLED OUTRIGHT 


er ; 


And Several Others Injured, Some 
of Whom Will Die—Pavilion, 
Sheltering; a Picnic Party, 

Is Fired and Panic 
Ensues. 


Pittsburg, Pa., June 26.—A storm which 
struck Pittsburg’and vicinity this after- 
noon was short in duration but terrific in 
power and disastrous in effect. The Hght- 
ning and thunder were practically con- 
tinuous for thirty minutes, the wind at- 
taining a velocity of thirty miles an hour, 
and .46 inches of rain fell. 

One woman was instantly killed by 
lightning, and several other persons may 
die from the same cause, numberless 
houses and churches were struck by light- 
ning. Several picnic parties were panic 
stricken. 

In Homestead Mrs. Alice Lester, aged 
twenty-four, was struck by lightning and 
instantly killed. 

Miss Grace Jackson, aged nineteen, of 
Homestead, wus struck, and her recovery 
is doubtful. 

Richard Rucker, also of Homestead. 
was frightfully burned by the electrical 
fluid and will hardly recover. 

Rev. John Saulton and Clay Fands 
were badly shocked, but will recover. 

The waters rushed down the hills 
around Homestead ahd Hterally engulfed 
the town. The damage done may reach 
many thousands of dollars. 

At South Avenue park at the end of the 
Suburban Traction Company's line a pic- 
nic party composed of 1,200 persons, 700 of 
whom were children, gathered in the 
dancing pavilion for shelter from the 
storm. Lightning struck a tree within 
eight feet of the pavilion and set fire to 
the structure. The picnickers were panic- 
stricken, women fainted, children 
screamed, and even the men in the party 
gave way to their fright. Fortunately, 
the heavy rain extinguished the flames. 

A similar panic ensued at St. Joseph's 
parochial school on Mount Oliver, where 
commencement’ exercises were being held. 
The hall was filled with children and 
their parents when lightning struck the 
building, tearing a portion of the roof 
away. 

All through the south, west and east 
ends, the storm carried destruction with 
it. 

Sewers overflowed. filling cellars and 
making creeks of the streets; roofs were 
carried away and much minor damage 
was done, but no person was seriously 
hurt. 

From all surrounding towns reports are 
coming telling of widespread damage. 


BABY IN A PILE OF DEBRIS. 


For Two Days It Had Been Without 
Food. 

Bluefield, W. Va., June 26.—Details of 
the flood havoc continue to come in. At 
Norwood a new iron bridge just complet- 
ed is a total wreck. 

In a great pile of debris near the bridge 
was found a miner’s cabin, in which was 
a colored ehild about three years old. It 
had been imprisoned two days and was 
exhausted from thirst and hunger. Its 
miraculous escape is due to the fact that 
this cabin was thrown on the already ac- 
cumulated drift above the crest of the re- 
ceding flood. The little one’s parents 
have not been ofund. 

Better conditions prevail today in the 
stricken district. The relief train loaded 
with supplies and necessities has distrib- 
uted its freight along the Elkhorn valley 
for.twelve miles. 

No bodies have been recovered today. 
A number of the largest heaps of drift 
were set on fire last nig’* by some un- 
known friend of the pus .c health. In 
this pile of debris it is asserted there 
were at least twenty-five dead bodies. 
The heap is now a pile of smoldering 
ashes. 

Up to this time the list of dead recov- 
ered amounts to eighteen. Seven at 
Keystone, four at Algoma, three at Eck- 
man, two at Shawnee and two at Land- 
graff. These do not include g number 
who were buried without being identified.

‘a omember of the Tuskegee Normal 
school class of 1888. In that institu- 
‘tion he received lessons of self-reliance 

and individual effort which for over 
twelve years he has been trying to in- 
still into his people. 

When The Constitution demanded 
the effective application of law to the 
‘hordes of idle and roving blacks it took 
notice of the fact that there were those 
of the race entitled to encouragement 
‘and protection. While the streets of 
our cities are filled with vagrants who 
have regard neither for the laW of God 
nor of man, who are not bound even by 
the ties of blood, yet there are many 
others attached to law and order, but 
standing as a buffet between conflicting 
forces. Everywhere throughout the 
south there are to be found negroes 
who have been elevated to a position 

~ of respect for law and for family life, 
who have a pride for their children and 
who are anxious to build up a condi- 
tion of thrift and respectability. The 
pity of it is that this large class is con- 
stantly being pulled down by the record 
made by the criminals of their race. 
While thousands of negroes are 8striv- 
ing with might and main to pull away 
from those who would degrade them, 
they find themselves held back through 
no fault oftheir own. The work be- 
ing carried on by Buoker Washington 

. in Tuskegee shows plainly that the ne- 
gro is capable of great advancement, 
and that there are those of the race 
who can be developed into law abid- 
ing and self-respecting citizens. While 
it should be the special duty of the 
white race to so enforce the law as to 
put terror into the hearts of the crim- 
inal and the vicious and to save the 
thrifty from annoyance at their hands, 
yet there is a work which the negroes 
themselves must perform. Through 
their church agencies and social or- 
nizations they should begin to draw

“The Ohio Platform. 

It is, perhaps, unnecessary to pay 
much attention to a republican plat- 
form emanating from the state of Ohio. 

We all know that Foraker was there, 
and his habit of loud speech surprises 
nobody. It was also in evidence that 
Marcus A. Hanna was there, and upon 
the floor of the convention there were 
republican delegates from the town of 
Akron of unenviable notoriety. | 

It is to the delegate from Akron that 
we wouild-address ‘a few remarks, with 
the hope that he would'be able to shed 


@ little light upon the situation. Thus. 


in the course of the resolutions adopt- 
ed we come upon the following: 

The right of franchise is vouchsafed to 
every American citizen by the federal 
constitution. We denounce, -as no less 
criminal when committed by theft than 


when accomplished with the shotgun and 


by ballot box stuffing, and as antagonis- 
tic to the spirit of our institutions all at- 
tempt to deprive of their inalienable 
rights millions of our fellow citizens in 
certain states of the union. We, there- 
fore, call upon our senators and repre- 
sentatives in congress for such legislation 
as shall secure the strict enforcement of 
constitutional measures guaranteeing to 
every citizen the right of franchise, with- 
out distinction as to race, color or pre- 
vious condition of servitude, and we de- 
mand that representation in congress and 
in the electoral college shall be based on 
the actual voting population, as provided 
in the constitution, proportionate reduc- 
tion being made for any state in which 
the right of. suffrage is denied, except for 
crime. 

As this platform, including the reso- 
lution quoted, was adopted unanimous- 
ly, it is fair to presume that the dele- 
gate from Akron, as well as the dele- 
gate from Washington ‘courthouse, 
both voted for it and joined in the ap- 
plause which greeted its reading. It is 


a little strange that people who are} 


so anxious about the rights of the ne- 
gro at a distance should be so little 
concerned about his rights at home. 
The reverberation of the musket fire 
in which negroes were shot to death 
at Pana and Virden and the shouts of 
the angry mobs at Washington court- 
house and Akron are still ringing in 
the ears of the public. The republican 
constituency in which Pana and Virden 
are located welcomed the work-seeking 
negroes “with bloody hands to hospita- 
ble graves,” the republican governor of 
Illinois denounced negroes seeking 
work as criminals, the law-abiding re- 
publican citizens of Washington court- 
house did not have patience enough 
to await the court of justice, but strung 
up the suspected blacks as though they 
had no rights under the constitution 
of the United States. The eminently 
respectable republican constituency of 
Akron, unable to secure the person of 
@ suspected negro law-breaker, set to 
work murdering infants in baby car- 
riages and burning down the public 
buildings. 

From all of this it is séen that the 
negro has no rights in republican states 
which the people are called upon to 
respect. He may command sympathy 
if he remains in the south, but if per- 
chance he wanders into Ghio and Illi- 
nois and asks for work a bullet will 
place him where he will no longer 
need it. 

In the south the negro is permitted 
to work. He can earn his living and 
raise his family in respectability. He 
has an opportunity in the race of life, 
and even if it is limited, as claimed by 
the Ohio resolution, it ts so far in ad- 
vance of the opportunity permitted to 
him in the north that he is wise in re- 
maining in the south. We would sug- 
gest to our eminent republican friends 
in Ohio an amending of the resolution 
quoted, to the effect that any state 
wherein eolored men are barred out 
from employment shall be disfran- 
chised as not having an effective form 
of republican government. 

The negro is indeed in a pitiable posi- 
tion. Contented witn his work in the 
south, where every reasonable effort is 
being made to elevate him, he is mo- 
lested and rendered dissatisfied by in- 
cendiaries seeking to instill him with 
discontent. . Taking it for granted that 
these people are sincére in their sym- 
pathy, whenever the negro ventures to 
accept the invitation by emigration 
the shotgun is his only reception. He 
is told that he is a slave in the south 
and should strike for greater freedom. 
Going to the land where he has every 
right to believe this greater freedom 
exists, he finds himself under the bas- 
tinado and has to run the gauntlet 
from town to town if he is fortunate 
enough to escape death itself, 


New Issues for 1904. 


In the various references to the com- 
ing campaign of 1904 there are to be 
found occasional glimpses of strong 
common sense. : 

Thus. for instance, The Florida 
Times-Union makes this remark: 

The leading issue in 1904 will be de- 
termined by the events of the next three 
years, and they will really be made up 
by the people, not by their representa- 
tives in convention assembled. 

This agrees with what The Consti- 
tution has already declared. The dem- 
ocratic party occupies the emergency 
position and the men who will lay out 
the plan of battle will be the people 
themselves. 

Along this line The Washington Post 

throws in a good suggestion when it 
says that— 
Wwe can conceive of no happier fortune 
for the somewhat demoralized and dis- 
heartened democracy than to be endowed 
with the campaign thunder, the political 
capital, that will be in its hand if con- 
gress adjourns without having put away 
the flagrant abuses that are sheltered be- 
hind some of the schedules of the tariff 
of 1897. 

The strength of trust intrenchment 
behind the republican guns forbids any 
revision from republican hands such 
as will be satisfactory to the people. 
So that this great and growing ques- 
tion will be one of those with which 
they will have to deal.

So valuable has become this hitherto 
neglected subject that some farmers 
upon whom grass has stolen a march 
are advised to let the grass grow and 
profit will be theirs in spite of them- 
selyes,

Secretary Gage’s Blunder, 

The more the Russian blunder of 
Secretary Gage is looked into the more 
‘Tidiculoug becomes the position into 
which he was led. 

For instance, it is claimed that the 
application of the countervailing duty 
upon Russian sugar was a matter 
which might have been taken to the 
courts by the objecting shippers. That 
is, the Russian government, in order 


— 


to obtain its rights, could have ap-| 


peared as a party litigant in a court of 
the United States. Such a proposition 
as this is nothing short of driveling. 
Governments deal with each other di- 
rectly and are not amenable to the 
minor courts under the jurisdiction of 
either. It was the height of presump- 
tion for the sugar trust to demand, 
through Secretary Gage, that the Rus- 
sian government should placé itself on 
an equality with it and appear in a 
courtroom. The rights possessed by the 
Russian government should be: looked 
into and admitted by the American 
government without any circumlocu- 
tion at the bidding of an interested 
party. 

The American government should 
have in mind the preservation of our 
immense trade with Russia rather than 
the promotion of the business interests 
of a single concern. Secretary Gage’s 
contention is one to which no govern- 


'ment in the world would.submit, and 


our own least of all. If the secretary 
were half as anxious to promote the 
general interest as he is to take care 
of the sugar trust, there would have 
been no discussion over our trade re- 
lations with Russia.

Editor Constitution: The killing of brave Offi- 
cer DeBray. by a negro assassin whom he 
sought to arrest has aroused the public to 
such an extent and opened its eyes so clearly 
to the fact that an idle, lawless element in- 
fests the city that the removal of this ele- 
ment is demande for the safety, welfare and 
good order of the city. How can this be done? 
I think I know the solution of the question. 
Some one Suggests that all vagrants brought 
before the recorder charged with the city 
offense of ‘‘idling and loitering’’ be bound over 
to the criminal court to be tried and convicted 
there. I have a better plan. We want a quick 
and direct remedy, one which will not fail to 


reach the results aimed at, The police of At- 
lanta do their full duty toward ridding the city 
of this class of criminals and the recorder’s 
court docket will show it; but they can do no 
more than make the arrests and appear against 
the party arrested. There are about two 
hundred men, women and boys who givé the 
police all the trouble which they have. These 
criminals are well known to the police and the 
recorder and are known to the court as ‘‘regu- 
lars.’’ Get rid of this element and the police 
will have a rest, and quiet will reign where 
unrest las been. This Is the solution of the 
vagrant question, and it is quick and effective. 
The city council must have the city charter 
amended and enlarge the power of the re- 
corder in sentencing those who are brought 
before him churged with ‘Idling and loiterfng.”’ 
The recorder must have the power to convict 
for a year if he thinks best. As the law stands 
now he can only sentence for thirty days, that 
fs the limit: mm a short time the police are 
contending with the same gang again, and so 
it goes on, like Tennyson's brook, forever. 

The police do their full duty and I have no 
hesitation in saying that Atlanta has the 
best force, rank and file, and the best re- 
corder. in the United States.

Let the Grass Grow. 


Editor Constitution: I note with interest what 

The Albany Herald has to say about our native 
grasses of Georgia in The Constitution of June 
21, i901. 
The Herald says the agricultural department 
has been bombarded with inquiries about wheat 
hay and that the department is answering all 
and for a time kept them busy. Says The 
Herald: ‘‘Here we find evidence of the fact 
that we have farmers in Georgia who are 
blindly running over a good thing that is a 
dead certainty as a profitable crop and money 
maker in a vain effort to reach an uncertain 
something better.’’ 

I want to say to The Herald that I have in 

my possession letters of inquiry about wheat 
hay from some of the most intelligent and 
thorough business men in the south from not 
only Georgia, but from Louisiana- to North 
Carolina, and in justice to the people who 
are making such inquiry. I want to say a few 
words. Wheat hay is comparatively new to 
the agricultural world. It was discovered or 
first used at LaGrange, Ga., in 1894 and 
has been adopted by the most intelligent men 
throughout this section as the best forage crop 
known to this people. Not having missed a 
wheat crop in Troup county in seventy-five 
years, we regard wheat a dead certainty. We 
sow wheat in the fall and mow, house and 
bale it in May, thus coming to us when-the 
barns are empty and forage ts high. it read- 
ily sells on this market from $18 to $20 per 
ton. After wheat we sow our land to peas 
and corn, broadcasting it, and this crop is gen- 
erally harvested in September and the land 
again sowed in wheat. The peavine hay read- 
ily. sells from $15 to $18 per ton baled. The 
average lands in this section will grow from 
one to two tons of wheat hay and from one 
and a half to two and a half tons of peavine 
hay, 
Now, we will see how The Herald, the pio- 
neer in the hay business, manages it, and I am 
glad to know that we have such progressive 
hay people as The Herald claims to be, for they 
will talk out in meeting and that is what 
we want in Georgia, is hay producers and 
people who will say something about ft. The 
Herald says why sow wheat, millet or any 
thing for hay when we have native grasses 
that require no seeding and that when given 
a chance make the very best hay. The wheat 
hay man can cash his crop of hay here at 
$18 per ton in carload lots by June Ist and 
everybody knows that crab grass and crow- 
foot grass are just then starting out of the 
ground (that is. in middle Georgia). Those are 
the native grasses The Herald mentions when 
given a chance make the very best of hay. 
I would be glad to have The Herald define to 
this blind lot of farmers of Georgia what he 
calls a chance. Any half witted farmer knows 
that if low, damp lands that grow crowfoot 
or swamp grass, if not plowed and harrowed 
into fine tilth, weeds of many kinds will cover 
the land and the grass cannot then be classed 
as good hay. And to grow nice, clean mer- 
chantable crab grass hay free from weeds, 
briars and such stuff the land will have to be 
either plowed, harrowed or mowed several 
times annually for several years to clean it 
irom all foreign growths. 

The Herald says their last crop sold readily 


Jj from $12 to $15 per ton and those who had 


good fay held over to spring got more. Says 
The Herald, the farmers around Albany don’t 
have anything to do but get out of the way 
and let the grass grow—no preparation, no 
working, just cut, bale and sell, getting some- 
thing for nothirg. The Herald says it did not 
get its hay experience in one year or for noth- 
ing, but got it by paying cash premiums for 
best sample of hay exhibited at the hay car- 
nival in Albany in 1895. The writer hereof got 
his experience in the fleld from sun up to 
dark, running through a period of twenty 
years, and in conclusion will say intelligent, 
up-to-date farmers through this section will 
not give up their lands to a summer hay crop 
alone and especially to the kind of grasses that 
only bring from $12 to $15 per ton, and the 
men who are blindly making inquiry about 
wheat hay are those who want to get on the 
progressive band wagon and let those who are 
willing to chew on swamp grass that can be 
had for nothing stay in the rear and have 
their fun,

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| LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


The subject of establishing a public 
bath in Atlanta is one that has been much 
discussed since the prevalence of hot 
weather. When it comes to any public 
necessity, the question of cleanlinéss {s 
of first importance. 

The city undertakes to Keep her stree*s 
clean—why not in like manner care fer 
the populace? Much morey is every year 
erapended to prevent infection from con- 
tagious disease, and to care for virulent 
cases in pesthouses, detention stations, 
etc. Why not strike at the root of 
the evil by furnishing the public easy and 
cheap means of keeping themselves clean, 
and conseqvertly healthy, by establishing 
public baths? 

All progressive cit’es in the north and 
west have such places. Atlanta should 
not be lagging in a matter of such 
importance. Where public baths have 
teen established they have proved a sreat 
success, and of untold benefit to a: com- 
munity. They are r.ot a charitable insti- 
tution. For a small sum—only a few 
cents—persons who have no proper bath- 
ing facitities In their own homes, or the 
great prop rtion of population who have 
no homes at all, can go to these public 
places and get a clean, comfortable hot 
or cold tub or shower rath. 

This system prevails all over Europe, 
where bath tubs even in the finest hotels 
end houses are very rare. Cru¢er facill- 
ties are also proviced entirely free. 

It may be objected that the inconven- 
ience of golng to a distance for a bath 
would hinder such an institution. It must 
be remembered, however, that compara- 
tively few houses among the masa?s 
have bath tubs, or even running wat?r. 
With these inconveniences it is, sadly, too 
cften the case that the populace neglects 
this primary duty which might render 
them a step nea-er to godliness. The 
“rreat unwsshed” too cften deserve this 


sobriquet. 
In large cities, where the vast majority 


live in boardirg hcuses and such places’ 


deprixed of bath comforts, Turkish baths 
and other public institutions supply the 
reed. Patrons of Turkish baths are from 
the highest pcssible classes, though strict- 
ly speaking these are e!l rubiic institu- 
tions. The name ‘“‘public baths’’ does not 
necessarily imply a charitable or cheap 
institution. Baths of every kind and 
rrice might te found in such a place 
cetering to the elsakorate luxury of the 
vealthy as well as to the simple needs 
of the poor. 

A public bath estab'ished In Atlanta 
would do mcre to improve the health and 
morals of the city than any other one 
thing, Education, great as it is, takes 
tecond pigce in importance compared with 
cleanliness. Give a man a chance to be 
clean, and vou help him to the foundation 
of self-respect, and self-respect is the 
requisite of good citizenship. Three or 
four thousand dollars to start with would 
build a suiteble building for such a pur- 
pose, and in the end save the city much 
expense from the beard of health and the 
rolice department. Council would do well 
to consider the question. 


The questicn of Surday laws has been 
smartly agitated recently by the prosecu- 
tion at Ycnkers, N. Y., of a prominent 
gentleman fer playing golf on Sunday. 
The case wis finally dismissed on a tech- 
nicality, and the Sunday law issue was 
actually not faced. 

The case, however, brings into question 
the old so-called ‘“‘blue laws,” which ex- 
ercise a strict censorshfp over Sabbath 
day doings. It seems that such laws are 
practically a dead letter, seldom  en- 
forced. Such beirg the case, there fol- 
lows the iatural inquiry, “Why are not 
evch laws stricken from the code’ 

Public sentiment in late years has 
grown much broader as to the range of 
irnocent amusements on Sunday. At one 
time bicycle riding came under the ban 
of ecclesiastic disapproval. Now simple 
rieasures which give needed phvsicel re- 
laxation to thos? who are deprived of it 
at other times are generally regarded as 
harmless. The Yonkers case caused wide 
Ciscussion, which will doubtless result in 
action repealinz some of the dead “blue 
laws.’’ Few perscns, even the mo:t 
orthodox, believe that a simple, whole- 
some game of golf by private individu:ls 
can harm the well-being of a community 
or injure the spiritual state of the ian 
himself. 

vev. Dr. Cherles Eaton, the well-known 
New York preacher, spoke freely last 
Sunday on ‘his sub‘ect: 

Every law and regulation in regard to Sunday 
observance, resting on religious reasons, should 
be abrogated... It should be asserted that every 
individual shculd be free in his conscience to 
observe Sunday as be sees fit. 

You cennot force men at

mouth to worship. In these days of liberal 
thought you cannot drive men and women 
into your sanctuaries. 

If Americans do not choose to observe the 
sunday according to the old and time-honored 
traditions, we have no right under the constitu- 
tion to try to force them to do so. The only 
religion worth anything is the religion inte}l- 
lectual!y chosen by free and enlightened men 
and women. 

Therefore, if we had the right to and aid 
force them to ettend church twice on Sunday, 
it would be the greatest crime against persona 
freedom we ever could commit. ; 

I do not, therefore, giwe up every idea of 
making and enforcing laws relating to Sunday 
Like the laws of sanitation, such 
laws should be established, although they 
would tend to restrain individual liberty. But 
they should not rest upon the assumption that 
one is a Roman Catholic or a Puritan or a 
Presbyterian, 

I believe that the Sunday law should rest, 
not on religious greunds, but on economic. The 
main who works six days a week should by 
law be assured of rest on the seventh. This 
should be a national law. 

I go one step further. I assert the right 
of every man and woman to play golf or ride 
or drive or seek health and recreation on Sun- 
day in the manner they think best as long as 
they do not interfere with the rights of others. 


The question revently agitated of put- 
t'ng vagrants to work on the public roads 
is a good one, and there is no reason why 
it could not be carried out practically and 
successfully, Strict laws regarding -va- 
grants, if severely prosecuted, would rid 
the city of a large proportion of its crim- 
inal element, which if put to labor build- 
ing roads would contribute to the well- 
being of a community where they had 
fcrmerly been but parasites or vampires. 

Horace Fletcher, the well-known writer, 
advocates this system, which might be 
‘imilarly applied locally, as a universal! 
punishment for eriminals. If instead of 
imprisoning or hanging those who by vto- 
lent sets have forfeited rights to citizen- 
ship and liberty, they were employed in 
improving the public highways in a few 
years the whole country weuld be 
traversed by a network of the finest 
roads. 

Mr. Fletcher advocates this as a human- 
itarian measure #s well as a profitable 
one. Solitary confinement in prisons is 
the most awful punishment imaginable. 
It tends to produce insanity and disease. 
Besides, it is a well-known fact that im- 
rrisonment fosters criminal instincts, and 
prisons are always hot beds of plots for 
crime. 

Furthermore, they are an enormous ex- 
pense to the state. The criminal class 
chould be at least self-sustaining. Ih2y 
are, as a rule, strong, able-bodied and in- 
telligent people, whose energies, if prop- 
erly supervised and co-ordinated, could be 
of enormous public benefit. 

Mr. Fletcher’s idea is to connect the 
capitals of states with each other by fins 
public roads, to be built by criminal 
labor. The objection, so often made on 
economic grounds, that convict iabor 
competes with paid labor and reduceg 
wages, in this case would be entirely 
obviated. Such highways, if left until 
provided for by public appropriation, 
would not be buiit at all. Hence there 
could be in no sense competition with 
paid labor. 

By such a system, the country would 
scon be transformed into ‘a joy forever’’ 
by beautiful, well-paved hishways con- 
necting every town with its neighboring 
metropolis. Horses would no longer suffer 
from the prevailing bad roads, inter-urban 
traffic would be facilitated and enco:r- 
esed, driving would be extended and 
made more pleasant, and the bicyclist 
would be in the seventh heaven of de- 
light. Added to these considerations, a 
vast proguctive power, vested in otherwise 
idle criminals, would be utilized in profit- 
able and wholesome labor, instead of be- 
ing a useless expense to the community. 


If people who patronize elevators in 
office ruildings, hotels and other public 
places would mention on entering the car 
the floor at which they wish to stop it 
would greatly accelerate elevator. service. 
As it is now, most perrons get into a car, 
are cerried rapidly upward until they 
happen to observe retreating in the dis- 
tance below the number of thetr desirad 
floor. The car must then be stopped and 
backed down again, causing unnecessary 
delay and annoyance to fellow passengers. 
With an elevator full, and this repeatad 
at nearly every story, much loss of time 
is caused. 

Expecting thig thoughtlessness from pa- 
trons, elevator operators have fallen ints 
a way of slowing down or hesitating at 
each floor to see if any one wishes to 
alight. To busy people, this is very irri- 
toting, and could be entircly obviated if 
every one would simvoly mention on en- 
tering where they want to stop, and so 
let the car speed up or down without 
needless delay.

Committees To Say Which Mains 
~ bo Down First

MORE MONEY 1S NEEDED 


Pipe for 30-Inch Main on Marietta 
and Decatur Streets May Be 
Condemned—Gaid Not To 
Come Up to Speci‘i- 
cations.

During the speciaj miceting of the water 
board yesterday afternoon the list of new 
mains, as published in The Constitution, 
was practically agreed upon. 

The matter of the purchase of the pipe . 
@nd the problem of which mains should 
be laid first was referred to Judge George 
Hillyer, president of the board: Colonel 
Park Woodward, superintendent of the 
waterworks department, and the pipe and 
finance committees of the board, with 
power to act. 

These gentlemen will mect today for 
the purpose of preparing a schedulc of 
pipe that will be needed first. ‘Tomor- 
row morning Colonel Woodward, Com- 
missioners Erwin and Harwell, and prob- 
ably one or two other members cf the 
Water board, will leave for Birmingham, 
Ala., to give the orders for Pipe. 

The contract for supplying water mains 
for the city was awarded the Dammock 
Fipe Company, of Birmingham, some 
months ago. The Atlanta party wii 
spend several hours at the Pipe works, 
returning to Atlanta the same evening, 

Members of the citizens’ committee 
met with the board yesterday. When the 
ists were gone over carefully, all con- 
templated improvements being figured out, 
it was estimated that fully $27,000 extra 
would be needed to complete the system 
as it should be. 

More Money Is Needed. 

Consequently the full amount of Pipe 
Cannot now be purchased. As much, how- 
ever, aS can be bougnt with the money 
in hand will be secured and laid, while 
other arrangements may, in the tuture, 
be made for the balance of the pipe, Dur- 
ing the meeting Dr. Spaiding, a member 
of the citizens’ committee, declared that 
counci] should not have been allowed to 
compel the water board to pay the first 
installment on the new pump out cf the 
Water bonds. 

The board estimated yesterday that it 
would take all of $220,471 to equip the 
Waterworks system of the city 4s it 
should be equipped, This estimate gives 
abundant fire protection t6 the center 
of the city, the residence sections and 
supplies a large area with water facili- 
ties which up, to this time has been de- 
nied that Juxury and necessity. 

Superintendent Woodward took all the 
petitions for water that had been filed 
with the board and made out estimates 
covering each particular case. °' These 
estimates made up one of the most 1m- 
portant parts of the schedule of pipe that 
Was submitted to the voard for ratifica- 
tion, 

It was reported during the session that 
some of the pipe for the new thirty-inch 
main for Marietta and Decatur streets 
had not come up to the ‘specifications, 
and William Rapp, of the waterworks 
department, was asked for a report on 
the pipe. He stated that part of the 
first shipments were rather rovgh tnd 
that the coating was uneven. 

The coating on a cast iron pipe, seid 
he, was the life of the pipe, and when 
the coating was not exactly right it left 
the pipe open to attack from electrolysis. 
He“ stated, however, that the lust ship- 
ments seemed to be splendid pipe. “tl 
think,’’ said he, ‘‘that this is the first 
thirty-inch pipe that the pipe company 
has made, and was something ot an ex- 
periment. This may explain, in a meas- 
ure, why some of it is not as smooth as 
the first received.” 

Superintendent Woodward was given 
authority by a vote of the board to con- 
demn all pipe that was not exactly up to 
the specifications. The matter of secur- 
ing an extra man for duty in case the 
two engines at station No. 2 had to be 
run at the same time was referred to a 
committee for investigation.

FIFTY-SIX HOMICIDES

Fulton county’s record of crime for 
which there has teen no retribution be- 
comes startling as the figures for several 
years back are gone over. 

These figures have been looked up by 
John Monaghan, special bailiff to Solicitor 
General Charles D. Hili, and he finds that 
within the last ten to twelve years there 
have been twenty-one homicides in Fulton 
county in which the names of the crim- 
inals were never even discovered! 

In addition to the foregoing, Mr. Mona- 
gban found within the same period, about 
ten years, thirty-five true bills which 
have been returned by the grand jury 
charging murder, in ‘vhich the _ guilty 
party or perties cherged with the crime 
have never been arrested or brought to 
justice. 

This makes a total of fifty-six homicides 
in Fulton county in a little more than ten 
years in which not one of the guilty 
parties has ever been brought ‘to justice. 
This is an average of scmething like five 
¢€ach year, and there may be others to 
add to the litt unlees some of those now 
ergaging the attention of the authorities 
te:1minate in a different manner. 

Mr. Monagtan said he read the editorial 
in Sunday’: Constitution with reference 
to dealing with the vagrants and loafers 
with a greet deal of interest, and this led 


him to look up the records to find out 
how many such crimes had been commit- 
ted in which the criminals had gone un- 
whipped of justice. The foregoing are 
the figures he fovnd. 

The number of indictments for murder 
in which no arrests have been made is 
accurate. The number of homicides in 
which the guilty parties are unknown is 
put at twenty-one, for that was all that 
he was able to recall. If anything, how- 
ever, the number is to be increased rather 
than diminis':ed, fur Mr. Moaaghan thinks 
there were several others that he has not 
yet thought of. 

It is said that the majority of thse 
crimes may Le attributed to the vagabond 
and loafing class around the city. The 
irdividual case may not appeal so strong- 
ly to some but the figures are startling 
when they are gathered for several years 
back, and it is shown there has been an 
average of five homicides each year in 
which no arrest was ever made. 

The Constitution yesterday presented in- 
terviews with members of the board of 
county commissioners showing that more 
men were needed on the roads of the 
county, and that they can be secured 
from the class Which are responsible for 
these crimes, if such characters are turn- 
ed over to ihe city court. The views pr2- 
sented by The Constitution have been 
generally indorsed by the citizens of At- 


lanta. 


H. M. SCOTT DIES AT FLOVILLA 


Prominent Citizen Formerly of At- 
lanta Died Suddenly Yesterday. 


FUNERAL AT SACRED HEART 


Deceased Leaves a Wife and One 
Son, Dr. H. F. Scott, of 
This City. 


H. M. Scott, formerly a prominent citi- 
zen of Atlanta, died suddenly yesterday 
morning at 6 o'clock at Flovilla, Ga., 
where he had resided for the past five 
years. 

Mr. Scott was seventy-two years old. 
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H. M. SCOTT, 
The Prominent Georgian Who Died 
Yesterday Morning at Fiovilla. 
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He moved to Atlanta in 1866 and engaged 
in the shoe business until 1882, when he 
retired. For some time past Mr. Scott 
has been in feeble health. He was a 
brother of the late Dr. W. J. Scott. He 
leaves a wife and one son, Dr. H. F. 
Scott, of this city. 

The funeral will occur at 4 o’clock to- 
day from the church of the Sacre 
Heart. Though sprung from a family of 
strict Presbyterians, Mr. Scott during 
the latter part of his life has heen a de- 
vout Catholic.

WALLER ESCAPES LIFE TERM 


Ike Tuggle, of Walton, Given Life

Penalty. 


Governor Candler used the power of ex- 
ecutive clemency in several cases yes- 
terday, in which recommendations had 
been made by the prison commission, and 
he also respited two negroes convicted 
of murder who were sentenced to be 
hanged tomorrow. 6 

Ike Tuggie, of Walton county, was to 
have been hanged tomorrow for the 
murder of another negro. It developed 
that the quarrel {n which the negro was 
killed took place over Tuggle's wife. The 
prison commission recommended commu- 
tation to life imprisonment, which was 
granted by the governor. 

Pete Harris, of Walton county, who 
was sentenced to die tomorfow for the 
murder of another negro, was granted 
a respite of thirty days by tne gvuvernor, 
in order that his case may be carried to 
the supreme court. The same action was 
taken in the case of Edward Sectt, of 
Troup county, sentenced to be henged 
tomorrow for murder. He will have until 
August 2d to push his effort to get a 
new trial. 

Henry Waller, of Oglethorpe ccunty, 
was, perhaps, more fortunate theh eny 
of the others. He was senteaced to im- 
prisonment for life for the murder of 
another negro at a “‘hot supper” a couple 
of years ago. The evidence showed that 
there was considerable doubt as to who 
killed the deceased, and on the recom- 
mendation of the judge, solicitor gencral, 
grand jury and trial jury, the prison com- 
mission decided to recommend Wa/lltr’s 
pardon. Waller was convicted in 1899. The 
governor yesterday signed the papers 
which will release him from ihe Ppeni- 
tentiary. 

Jesse Anderson, who was sent up from 
Fulton county for six months for lar- 
ceny from the house, was pardoned. 


BARWICK GETS BIG VERDICT. 


Given $5,500 Damages in His Suit 
Against Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad.

Four-Year-Old Boy Accidentally 
} Shoots Five-Year-Qld Boy 
with a Pistol 


ESCAPE FROM DEATH 
WAS LIKE A MIRACLE 


Clyde King, the Little Son of Dr. C. 
™R. King, Shoots Charley Allen, 
Son of Bartow Allen—Pis- 
tol Was Found on 
Bookcase. 


Clyde King, the baby boy of Dr. C. R. 
King, of No. 260 East Hunter street, and 
Charles Allen, the baby boy of Bartow 
F.. Allen, of No. 249 East Hunter street, 
were alone in a hall playing with a load- 
ed pistol yesterday afternoon about 3:30 
o'clock, when the- weapon was discharged 
by little Clyde and his playmate fell to 
the floor with a bullet through his head. 

The wound is serious and dangerous, 
but it is believed the Allen child will re- 
cover. The ball entered the left side of 
the face just above the mouth, passed 
into the mouth, knocked out several 
teeth, ploughed its way through the 
tongue and then passed out at the back 
of the neck. It missed an artery by the 
fraction of an inch. That the child was 
not instantly killed seems scarcely less 
than a miracle. 

Although the wounded child fell from 
the sudden shock of the bullet, yet a few 
moments later, when his father ran into 
the room, he was standing up without a 
tear in his eyes or a whimper from the 
intense pain he must have been suffering. 

The report of the pistol alarmed the 
whole neighborhood and there was great 
excitement when. the facts became 
known. Dr. King’s cook was the first 
person to enter the hall and she found 
Clyde King standing with the pistol in 
his hand, while Charley Allen lay upon 
the floor. Clyde looked about him, be- 
wildered and utterly at a loss to under- 
stand what it all meant. He had become 
somewhat frightened at the loud report 
of the pistol, but he did not know and 
could not be made to realize what had 
happened. 

The wounded child was taken home 
and Dr. King and other physicians ex- 
amined and dressed the wound. 

Little Boys Played Together. 

Dr. ‘King’s family left home yesterday 
afternoon, Clyde remaining with the ne- 
gro cook for a short while. Charley 
Allen was with the King child and the 
two were in a hall where they meant to 
have a royal time together. They were 
“chums” and had often played together 
first at one home and then at the other. 

Clyde King is four and a half years old 
and Charley Allen is_ five, neither 
scarcely no more than a baby. 

In some way Clyde got hold of his 
father’s pistol and the little fellows were 
preparing to examine their new toy. 
Clyde had it in his hand, it is presumed, 
and was working at the hammer and the 
trigger, both boys wondering what the 
toy was and what it was meant for. 

Suddenly the hammer fell upon a cart- 
ridge and there was a loud report. Char- 
ley staggered backward and fell upon the 
floor. The negro cook was quickly in the 
room and she comprehended in a mo- 
ment what had happened. 

Clyde was so astonished and dumb- 
founded that he cried out that he was 
hurt and for a while it was believed 
both little fellows had been shot. 

Finds Hia Child Wounded. 

Mr. Bartow Allen was at home, just 
across the street, and he hurried to Dr. 
King’s residence. He found his heroic 
little boy standing up while the blood 
trickled from the wound in his face and 
in the back of his neck. 

Dr. King stated to a representative of 
The Constitution last night that he can- 
not imagine how his son got the pistol. 

*T took the pistol from an old trunk 
several days ago,” said the doctor, ‘‘and 
hid it on the top of a tall bookcase. I 
thought it was far out of the reach of 
everybody. Clyde must have climbed up 
to the top of the bookcase by using the 
shelves as a ladder, the door having been 
first opened. This is the only explana- 
tion that offers itself to me. We are 
exceedingly sorry that the affair happen- 
ed and deeply sympathize with Mr. Allen 
and his family. I think the child will 
recover, although his escape seems mi- 
raculous. An artery was barely grazed, 
the cutting of which would have meant 
almost instant death.”’ 

Father and Mother Talk. 

Mr. Allen, who is a son of the late E. 
T. Allen, at one time councilman from 
the third ward, said that his little boy 
had gone to Dr. King’s residence to play 
with Clyde. who was his little friend. 

“As I understand it,’ stated Mr. Al- 
len, ‘“‘the children were in a hall piaying 
together. There was a bookcase about 
seven feet tall in the hall, on the top of 
which a pistol had been hidden. Clyde 
got hold of the pistol and I think the 
weapon was discharged by the hammer 
striking on a shelf as the child tried to 
climb down with it. The revolver was 
one of the self-acting kind of 32-caliber. 
The bullet entered the face on the upper 
lip of the left side and passed through 
the mouth, after knocking out several 
teeth and grazing the upper part of the 
tongue. It went through tthe roof of the 
mouth on the right side and then down 
through the neck back of the right ear. 
It was certainly a most miraculous es- 
cape from instant death.” 

Mrs. Allen, who, though her heart is 
distressed and weighed down with deep 
anxiety, is proud of her boy’s fortitude, 


said: 

‘My little boy has been brave all 
through it. He hasn't cried out once. He 
is able to talk and he has told me ail 
about how it happened. The shock 
knocked him down at first, but when his 
father got to him he was standing up. 
We hope and believe that his precious 
life will be spared.” ;

While fining the poolroom keeper, the 
recorder also impressed the bcys with the 
fact that they: had done wrong and yio- 
lated the law by fining each of them $5.75. 

Patrolman Boou.e made the cases. He 
ertered Reeves’ poovlrooms Tuesday night 
end found five bcys plaving pool. One of 
the boys had just arrived from Montgom- 
cry on an excursion, end the other four 
were. showing him the town by electric 
light. It was thought that a Hittle game 
of pool would be cne gcod way of enter- 
taining the visitor, and the five entered 
Reeves’ place. 

Reeves says he asked the boys how old 
they were, and they told him they were 
not minors. One of the boys denied to 
the ofticer that Reeves had asked him his 
age. 

The five beys and Reeves were tried at 
the same time yesterday afternoon. 

Recorder Broyles announced that he 
would fine all six, they being guilty of 
violating the city ordinances. 

‘T will fine the boys $5.75 each,’ said 
the recorder, ‘‘and I will fine Reeves $100 
and costs. I have given these poolroom 
men warning after warning, while im- 
rosing light fines, and it has had little 
or no effect. Now I will try to ascertain 
what virtue there is in a heavy fine.” 

Reeves paid the fine. He may appeal 
the case.

New Orleans, Juné 26.—Liverpool was again 
digappointing this morning and our market 
opéned 6 to 14 points off in consequence, 8ub- 
sequent'y declining 15 to 20 points aditional on 
reports of rains tn many sections of Texas com- 
ing in throughout the*sessicn, finally closing 
at about the lowest and 25 to 29 points below 
lyst night. Our own advices of rain caine 
from Beaumort, Alvin, Brenham, Tyler, Cuero, 
Fort Worth, Luling, Palestine, Denison, Tem- 
ple, Corsicana, Austin, Lockhart and Dallas, 
besides several more places reported to other 
brokers, sso that it looks as if the moisture 
spread over a good portion of the state. Our 
Dallas correspondent wired: ‘‘Rains were gen- 
eral over most of the state; crop conditious 
now .deal.’’ Very few notices were issued 
here on July contracts, but we understand 
32,000 were put out in New York, which were 
stopped by brokers acting for the clique. With 
manipulation in that market, the outcome of 
which is so clouded, a practical opinion is 
valueless, as the prices for summer months are 
dependent upon the actions of a few moneyed 
men who are ignoring all laws or supply and 
demand, and New York continues the high- 
est market in the world, we still advise spot 
holders in the interior to ship their stocks 
thither. Late months will be guided by weath- 
er conditions. Should today’s rain in Texas 
be followed by more and in sufficient quantity 
to relieve present anxiety, lower prices will 
ensue, while if succeeded by dry conditions 
some reaction is apt to result. 


W. EX Small & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, June 26.—As was indicated in yes- 
terday’s letter, factors in the cotton situation 
seemed sufficientiy convicting to bring about 
a@ verv unsettled market and one in wnich 
profit taking would beethe part of wisd.m. 
The day’s developments revealed this more 
Clearly than was the case yesterday when- 
rains reported in Texas and notices for about 
30,000 July were put out. Heavy selling be- 
gan at the start, and during the first half 
hour bear hammering proved greater than at 
ény time during the past’ two weeks. To pit 
traders, who were able to watch the market 
carefully, this seemed an operation likely to 
bring profit before the day was over, but there 
was very Httle selling by those who have been 
activo on the long side.during the advance. 
Their cotton was sold yesteriay and at the 
opening this morning, and in absence of gen- 
eral and soaking rains in Texas there is 
nothing to bring about a bear market. The 
rrice of October advanced about 70 to 75 
points since June !Qth. Common conservatism 
led holders to look for a setback in the mar- 
ket, with October selling at 7.50, and a re- 
action of 21 points has been seen. In the 
event of a further decline in the morning, 
the leaders can be expected to cover short cot- 
ton, and from that point an advance may be 
confitently counted on. The situation fe not 
what it was at 7c and a less one-sided mar- 
ket for a few days can be looked for. But un- 
less Texas gets the mary rain in the 
near future @ much broader market its likely 
and one in which the new crop positions will 
sell about 7%c. July notices were reported 
as taken by the western firm identified with 
manipulation of that month.’ As there has 
been a sensational advance in all positions, a 
setback is in order, but on a further break 
an upturn will be natural unless the situation 
is reileved by tains in Texas. 


Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, June 26-—In the early cotton 
market prices were § to 9 points easier. All 
cves were on Texas, ani the situation there, so 
far as couid be learned, pointed to threatened 
rain in the east and western sections of the 
State, but none had actually fallen, although 
bear firms pretendec to have special advices 
to the contrary. It was apparent atthe 
Start that there was going to be no great 
selling pressure until Texas had rains and 
pretty general rains. The claim that the state 
could well afford to go without rain for a 
fortnight or more was scouted as absurd. 
Such an idea, in view of the poor spring cuon- 
was called quite freposterous, and 
bulis were quite certain that the June record 
this year would hereafter convince the people 
that June conditions following thosc such as 
prevailed early in the season, must prove an 
obstacle to anything like a big crop in that 
state.

New York, June 26.—Prices at the opening 
were 2 to 8 points below yesterday’s final 
figures.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New ‘York, June 26.—The sentiment reflecte:i 
by the changes in stock prices underwent an 
astonishing number of ‘mutations jtoday, con- 
sidering the small volume-of the trading and 
‘the narrowness of the interest .in the market. 
The market was palpably soft notwithstanding 
these occasional.variations, There was a reg- 
idue_of apprehension caused by yesterday's 
banking disturbance,’ in- spite cf the clearing 
up of many wild rumors that circulated yester- 
day by the explicit statements put out over- 
night. It was doubtless owing ‘to this feeling 
of uneasiness that strong supporting orders 
were put in the market at the opening to 
guard against any violent disturbance of prices. 
The advances which were-caused in that way 
were, in fact, met by considerable selling or- 
dems by the element which professed to expect 
further trouble. The persistence of the sup- 
port and the news that the bank which was 
affected yesterday had met today’s debit bal- 
ance at the clearing house quieted the slight 
tendency to feverishness in the fMmarket, Af 
terwards the trading took on the tone of the 
recent market and consideration returned to 
the situation of the money market. The fact 
that the clearing house association had consid- 
ered it unnecessary to accord assistance to the 
bank tn trouble yesterday was regarded.in it- 
self reassuring as indicating a belief that the 
bank’s affairs offered no threat to the general 
situation and that the trouble was localized. 
With the development of this sentiment he 
support of the market seemed to be less as 
though it were not deemed necessary. When 
the money rate stiffened to above 6 per cent 
and increased offerings came upon the market, 
prices therefore yielded easily. This period 
of greatest weakness in the market was also 
that of the greatest activity. The flurry in 
money rates was exactly what has been antic- 
ipated for two weeks past, and what is a usual 
incident of the last week in June on account of 
the large accumulations necessary to provide 
for dividend and interest disbursements, Stock 
speculators, 
ignore this periodical tendency and to persist 
in an optimistic spirit in the hope of money 
market relief, This wéek the hope has hinged 
on the probability of the repayment to the mar- 
» ket of some very large borrowings by syndi- 
cates and railroad companies, Very possibly 
yesterday’s disturbances to credit, slight 
though it was, had its effect in the shifting 
of loans which occurred today and which pre- 
cipitated the sprinkle of liquidation owing to 
the difficulty of securing new accommodation. 
The decline in prices was most pronounced in 
St. Paul, Unton Pactfic, Manhattan and some 
of the less prominent stocks which have been 
under manipulation recently for an advance. 
St. Paul fell an extreme 2% under last night. 
The latter part of the day was taken up ina 
very general but desultory recovery. With 
the cessation of selling pressure friends of 
different stocks bid them up again, and the 
hopeful professional element had a story that 
the secretary of the treasury would pay out 
government interest 
tion of the July Ist disbursements. Not a 
few of the most important stocks were lifted 
well above last night’s level while the larger 
number rallied to that level. The closing was 
very dull but firm. The reaction in sterling 
exchange in response to the rise in the money 
rate and the favorable progress in the stock 
exchange settlements in London and also in 
Berlin, in spite of yesterday’s bank failure in 
Leipsic, carried the price of exchange weil 
away from the gold export point,

Prime on the Crop Situation. 


From The New York Stockholder, + 

Chicago, June 22.—Altogether general condi- 
tions of the country from a crop standpoint 
have been satisfactory in most every respect. 
Very few areas have needed moisture; in fact, 
the tendency now seems to be in the other di- 
rection. Our temperature has not been very 
high for the season, still, there is plenty of 
time for improvement. We are just beginning 
to get into the merits of the early winter 
wheat harvest. We have had no stcrms to in- 
terfere with it up to date, but as I have pre- 
viously said to you it cuts so little figure in 
actual final results that it is hardly fair to 
jump gt conclusions until we get into the mer- 
its of the main crop. The late harvest will be 
on now in about ten to twelve days, 

While the Hessian fly has been with us tin 
nearly every state of the winter wheat belt, 
Still its destructiveness has hot been as bad as 
was supposed it would be early in the season. 
The last thirty days Nave given us splendid 
weather for the crop to head out and fill and 
the quantity of the early winter wheat is said 
to be fine. The first hdrvest notes in regard to 
the movement are that it will be early .and 
free irrespective of prices, The farmer this 
season has been educated up to the idea that 
the crop is going to be a large one and he 
has become rather sick by former experiences 
of holding his crop for ‘‘higher prices.’’ Re- 
serves of winter wheat in farmers’ hands are 
not excessive and there ought to be an ex- 
cellent home demand for the new crop fcr 
milling purposes, to say nothing about what 
the foreign demand may prove to be later in 
the season, 

In the northwest, notably the Dakotas and 
Minnesota, they have had splendid weather for 
the last twenty days for their spring wheat 
crop. Even now with all the lateness of the 
season there are some signs of the wheat head- 
ing out, There seems to be no lack of moisture 
in the spring wheat areas and the crop will 
not suffer for any for twenty days at least. 

he oat crop seems to be very slow about 
heading out, It has been trying to get into 
that condition now for fourteen days and will 
not be all in head for eight or ten days yet, 
There has been practically no improvement in 
oats during the present month and we confirm 
today all we have said with regard to this 
crop, that everything points now at harvest 
to a disappointment in yield, to say nothing 
about quality. We shall get hardly any new 
oats under the’ best circumstances before the 
first week in August. Stocks of old oats in 
farmers’ hands are light. 

So far as corn is concerned up to this date 
June -has not proved to be a very good month 
for corn. Very little sunshine and temperature. 
generally below normal, Corn has never yet 
recovered the backset early in the spring and 
what the future may do for it Is purely probl-- 
matical, We can say, however, that the cern 
crop has been well cultivated, and is generally 
clean and free of weeds, but something seems 
to be the matter this season with the ground 
and the elements seem to be against it,

Miles, chairman of the.board of trustees, 
and ask them for a conference, to be held 
not later than Saturday. The federation 
last night adjourned to meet again 5un- 
day afternoon at 3 o’clock for the special 
rurpose of hearing the report of the in- 
vestigating ccrnmittee 

When informed last night of the action 
of the federation, Captain Hall expressed 
rerfect willingness to enter into a confer- 
ence with the committee, and stated that 
he would tell the ccmmitteemen all he 
knows about the matter. He denied that 
he had selected ary students for positions 
at the Southern shcps, or that he hac 
enythirg wkatever to do with their ob- 
taining positiors there. 

“The strikers seem to have an inclina- 
tion to roast me because the students are 
working for the Southern,’’ said Captain 
Hall. “The employment of the students 
at the shops is a matter with which I had 
nething to do whatever, and the strikers 
are going out of the way to bring me into 
it. I never selected any students to ac- 
cept positions at the shops, and do not 
even know who are the two now filling 
strikers’ places. 

“The machinists are seeking to hold me 
responsible for the actions of the students, 
when they are entirely out of my jurisdic 
tion during vacation. I do not know that 
the two students will return to the school 
rext term, ard I have no authority to 
request them to quit their positions.”
